at Detroit a resolution was unanimously 
adopted to niemorlall/e congress Betting forth 
the injustice of the present rate of news- 
paper 
postage 
and especially the rate 


on transient papers. In view of the pres- 
ent reduction ot letter postage. The law 
chains for the transmission ot transient 
newspapers Is one cent per two ounces weight 
and one cent fer any fraction of two ounces. 
Thus » newspaper exceeding two ounces by 
weight ot wrapper only Is consigned to the 
waste bok in the post office unless the ttaoip 
thereon Is two cents, and in the case of a let- 
ter If the postage happens t% be InsulUcient It 
Is mailed and the deficiency collected -from 
the receiver. Aud most people suppose the 
same thing Is done. In regard to newspapers. 
And why should It not be? The smaller class 
ot newspapers, without supplements, come 
within two ounces weight, hut with them, 
orei run It. Nearly all newspapers of the 
general form of seven columns or more to the

A million copies have thus 
been lost through tha opoiatlnns of nil illib- 
eral law, haralily executed, and the Western 
PrRss association are unanimous In the opinion 
that tho law should bo amended to make the 
rate on transient papers one cent (or four 
ounws or fractional parts thereof, which 
would cover nearly all newspapers Issued, In, 
eluding supplements. 
InJtls last annual ro 


poll the poetaaster general, referring to 
this subject, icuimmended that the rate 
of postage oil newspapers and periodi- 
cals sent by others than publishers or 
news agents bo made one cent per three 
ounces. The rate advised by the postmaster 
general would do much good, but if the 
three ounce rate shall be adopted a provision 
should bo added that where the postage is In- 
sufficient the paper slmll bo forwarded and 
the deliclencj collected from the receiver. 
Theprcwnt postal rate on all third class mat- 
ter Is too high and out ot proportion to rates 
on other mail matter. At the minimum It Is 
eighteen cents a pound, »"d by charging 
double rates for fractions twelve to fifteen 
cents 
per pound Is exacted, which Is 


more than publishers 
obtain 
for their 


Issues. The mere statement ot this fact 
must demonstrate the nctd of giantlng tlie 
public more liberal postage. 
What the 


postal department will lose In revenue by 
miking the proposed changes in third-class 
mall matter IB Offset by the gieally Increased 
quantity offered for transmission, which will 
result In a corresponding Increase In the 
diffusion, of Information among the people.

American from Cnllaenn, Chihuahua, Mexico, 
says that Judge Ilenry Cooper, formerly 
United States senator "from this state, was 
killed by robbers near tbe Sierra M«dre yes 
terday; no further particulars.

ager ot the famous Polk silver mine and left 
here In November with $80,000 United States 
exchange to pay off the debts of the concern 
and start the mill. Soon after his arrival In 
Mexico he wrote back that he bad struck very 
rich ore, many pockets running a thousand 
dollars per ton, and would aU't the mill as 
soon as supplies were received from Cullaoan, 
He was on his nay there for that purpose 
when killed. The mine Is high up In the

The opinion is general among eiti 
zeua who have been watching the river and 
conditions that tlie rise will exceed that of 
last year, when it reached hlxty-six feet four 
inches. It Is not likely there will bo anything 
like so much loss as then, 03 tho people will 
oe better prepared to meet the emergency.
